With the fatality rate running behind this 
year, State Police Sgt Willard Mitchell today

Mitchell reminded the public the National 
Safely Council has advised that more fatalities 
stem frum cars leaving the roads than from 
collisions with other vehicles He listed fatigue 
as an important contributor to accidents 
suggested that during long trips, driven stop 
every two hours for coffee or a brief reel
